AT THE. COST OF © 
~ PRODUCTION. 
IRON AND ‘STEEL, 

[By Benjamin Talbot, ‘President 
of the National Federation of Iron 
& Steel Manufacturers.]’ 

It will be the object of this article 
to answer some of the criticisms of 
the fron and oteel industry, and to 
give reasons why, in my opinion, all 
suggestions ‘for improving the in- 
dustry are futile unless they are 
based upon a reversion of the policy 
which has hithorto prevailed of per- 
mitting the free {importation of iron 


jand steel from other countries re- 
| gardless of, the conditions under 


which it has been made. 

One of the chief criticisms is to 
the effect that our plant is not as 
efficient as that of America or the 
Continent, 

- In_1918 Great Britain produced 
more Iron. .and steel than in any 
previous year, As a result of the 
war our capacity was expanded and 
improved until shortly after the 
war it was probably more éfficient 
than, at any time within recent 
years. Since, however, the exten- 
sion and. improvement was carricd 
out under the hurried stress of war 


_Jeonditions and: to meet war emer- 


gencies, it is not surprising that 
there Is lack of balance, 

But even Dr, Niebuhr, writing in 
1921 (“Die Reorganisation der 
englischen Industrie”), in spite of 
some. strictures, . admitted “that 
what has been achieved may be 
regarded as a remarkable suc- 
cess." While, however, indivi-

Whilst,. the whole of the gear, 
specified is efficient In avery: way, 
and-meets with the requirements 
of the Board of. Trade and the re- 
glstration ‘societies’ (whose repre-.

preparation), the. commercial, as- 
pect has not been - lost sight of: 


specification Is that the Board. of 
Trade, at the request of the Bri- 
tish Engineering, Standards Asao-, 
elation, Corimittée, which drew. up, 
the ‘specification, has: amended the 
Lite-Saving “Appliances, Rules . so 
thatthe same size: blocks and falls 
used for lowering a 27-foot -boat 
from a ‘paasenger ship may now be 
used for lowering .2 30-foot. boat 
from a cargo ship. 

This change affects ‘all the small 
eraized ships’ boats in a like man- 
ner, and ‘the same size gear may 
be used for lowering a 16-foot-boat 
from a passenger vessel'a3 for a 
19:foot boat from a enrgo. ship. 
Hitherto it was inecassary:..for a 
cargo, ship arid -passenger ship to 
have the. same blocks and falls to 
lower the same size of boat, al- 
though in the .case’ of passenger 
ships provision has to bea made for 
lowering boats with - full comple- 
merit of passengers, whilst in the 
case of cargo ships provision is 
only necessary for. the. craw, 

The adoption of this, specification 
should mean 4 saving in the initial 
cargo ships,

“DON'T POKE FUN." 


Don't poke fun at the red-haired 
doy. * 

Don't call little girls obbie.” 

Don't make boys and girla fcel 
gready when thoy are willing: to 
ext wholesome food. 

These warnings were uttered by. 
speakers at the Summer School of 
the British Soctal Hygiene Coun- 
ell at Cambridge. 

Admonishing his hearers not to 
poke fun at’ the red- haired. boy, 
Dr.’ H. Crichton’ Miller sald: “We 
all think red hair a joke, because 
none of us here has’ St in any 
marked degree; but it. {s not a 
Joke to the owners, Thoy may 
grow to regard it as a joke when 
they reach mature years, but the 
expericnce in earlier years of hav- 
Ing been, on their entry ‘Into a 
schocl-room -or going down the 
street, the signal for a joke has 
twisted their whole attitude to the 
human herd. -: 

“We hnve all sorts of misappre- 
hensions about the red-halted per- 
son, especially the red-haired boy: 
We think that red hair goes with 
the cholerla temperament, which is 
a complete misapprehension. It is 
thought that rebels and adventur- 
ers nnd. wild people like that: have 
red hair as a physical symptom of 
their temperament.” 

That might be true ing slight 
degree, but the real fact of the 
matter was that red hair led to an 
attitude of self-defence, and the 
owner might become aggressive 
trying to’ compensate himself for 
what he felt to be. an Injustice. 
-Dealing with the attitude of 
mental defectives towards life, Dr.|, 
Miller. said: “The montal defective 
Is haunted with the feeling that he|' 
{s different from othera, and his life 
tends to become one long attempt 
to prove to himself and others that 
he really is as good as others or 
better. The mental defective is 
always wanting - to “cheat simply 
because the feeling that he has 
thwarted the normal person, that 
he has “proved to himself. how 
clever he is; is meat and drink to| 
him.” 

Boys' Names For Girls. 


Speaking of the effect of the ab- 
sence of a sense of personal value, 
Dr. Miller mentioned « ‘a girl who 
had become beyond the contrél ‘of 
her parents. She was the seventh 
girl in the family, and had always 
been'éven more de’ trop than the 
others. | The complete absence of 
personal value’ led her to try to 
get har own back on fe. ‘Then 
there was 19-year-old “Bhbbie,” a 
girl, whose mother ‘had Wanted a 
boy and had not ‘hidden that de- 
sire. . “Mothers who call ir, 
little girls Bobbie are calling the 
ene they have no right to 
0. 

‘Professor Winifred Cullis, speak- 
ing on adolescence, said that a girl 
at that time needed as much focd 
as-an adult woman | living a very 
active life, and a boy need ay much 
food as an active -man. Grown-ups 
leading ordinary lives did’ not re- 
quire’ as much: food as .adolescents. 
“Do. not ever restrict girla and 
boys when they are willing. to eat 
wholesome food.. ‘Do’ not make 
them feel they are greedy. When 
one looks back upon one’s early 
yeays and thinks of how one 
wolfed bread-and-butter at. that 
time—well, do’ not ‘restrict young 
people.” :

MR. J. T. SWIFT DIES IN 
TOKYO. © 

The desth {s reported from 
| trekye of Mr. J..T. Swift,.a resi- 
dent in ‘Japan of over‘forty years 
standing.

the bad ‘player and the good player 
seems often to bo that the’ bad | 

‘player goes home deliriously happy 
Sf he has hit three good’ drives, and 
the good player goes home worrldd 
if he has hit three bad ones, — 

I wonder - sometimea. whether 
there is anybody quite so lucky as 
the duffer on the links, If famous, 
golfers could enter completely into 
dufferdom for a” week, they might 
be immensely intercated. They are 
as retired milionaires; they know 
comparatively little of the doubt, 
hope, expectancy, apprehension, and 
other Influences that help to make 
life exciting to ordinary individuais. 

T once saw a famous player alice 
his drive over the railway wall at 
the sixteenth hole at St, Andrews 
in the semi-final of an amateur, 
championship. There was as much 
amazement as'one would oxpeet if 
Prime Minister suddenly 
stood 6n his head in the House of 
Commons, And yet why should not 
a famous player slice a drive ter- 
ribly and finish on the ‘railway 
track? 

It Is unfortunate that, in first- 
elasa tournaments, the dullness of 
seeing people ‘perpetually | -address- 
ing the ball on the teeing ground 
and hitting it down the middle of 
the course becomes” oppressive. It 
seems absurd that they should bo 


bothered with such‘a formality. It} 


would be just as-reasonable for a 
champion swimmer to be tipped out 
of a boat in a amall*pond, and ‘for 
the spectators to be asked ‘to find a 


thrill in the thought that’ he might]. 


be drowned.

“Uncertainty is the salt of life, and 
it {s the fact that the 
duffers - at... golf. have such 
alot of it’ that makes them 80 
lucky; ‘They never know.’ what fa 
coming next. There are people who 
think'that the state of dufferdom is 
unhappy—-like rheumatism or {ne 
somnia, which is often advanced as 
its cause. 

It would be a great ae thing for 
the golfing world to realise that the 
individual who executes a lot of bad 
shots taps the sweetest pleasures of 
the game in his occasional .good 
ones. 

It is perhaps time that he soared 
into the seventh heaven of -delight 
about his condition, and, in.a de- 
Neate and decorous.manner, proffer. 
ed his sincere 
people. who seem to, be physically 
and mentally incapable of playing s 
really bad round. es 

Assuming that we have now. goad- 
ed the humble handicap golfer into 
‘a state of: satisfaction, let us pro- 
ceed to'ram home very sharp points 
for the enlightenment of , plus or 
scratch men: : The player who wins 
scratch: medals in the ordinary way, 


and breake tho record for the course.

.A duty of 83, 1/3 per cent, was 
placed on all imports of commer- | 
cial and public service vehicles on| 
May 1, 1926, largely owing to 
the efforts of the Association of 
British Motor. Manufacturers. 
Before that private . cars were 
subject to an ‘import duty and 
Customs officials admittedly found 
it almost impossible to discrimin- 
ate between private cars and com- 
mercial vehicles, more particular- 
ly in regard to replacement parts. 

In the case‘of the light van 
cliassis as imported from’ Amer- 
‘ica, the private car and commer- 
ein! vehicle chassis parts.are ‘in 
many respects identical, and it 
was found to be quite impossible 
to keép track of such. parts on 
which'a return of.duty had been 
made, and ‘undoubtedly there 
was considerable evasion of the 
private car duty prior to May, 
1026. ; 

It will be scen, therefore, that 
if a duty’ on private cars is 
thought to be necéasary ..or de- 
sirable, it automatically follows 
that a duty must also ‘be placed 
on commercial and ‘public service 
vehicles from the point of view 
of Customs and Excise adminis- 
tration. There:is no doubt that 
the import duty has stimulated 
the production of commercial
